Uof A dept. faces the axe 


UNDER A CLOUD OF SMOKE AND 
over the hissing sound of the barista 
in the Sugarbowl café on Saturday, 
two University of Alberta graduate 
students laid out their argument 
against the dissolution of the 
Comparative Literature, Religion 
and Media/ Film Studies 
Department. The department is fac- 
ing adminstrative restructuring, 
meaning by June 2003 it will no 
longer exist. 

“There is an elimination of intel- 
lectual dialogue on campus,” said 
PhD candidate and professor Sheena 
Wilson. Her colleague Jolene 
Armstrong, set to defend her disser- 
tation, agreed. 

“I see choices being taken away 
left, right and centre,” Armstrong 
said. 

Wilson and Armstrong said they 
found out about the restructuring 
only after the Faculty of Arts pub- 
lished the proposed changes to the 
department on their Web site. 
Wilson said she considers the 
restructuring an attack on 
Comparative Literature. 

“The faculty is saying it’s just not 
important anymore, that it can be 
taught somewhere else on campus,” 
she said. 

The faculty says it is dismantling 
the department in the interests of 
increasing intellectual resources on 
campus. The Dean of the Faculty of 
Arts Daniel Woolf said the changes 
are the administration's response to 
concerns raised by certain confiden- 
tial parties within the department. 

“We don't feel the department is 
working as an academic unit,” he 
said, “and we don’t keep academic 
units that aren’t functioning well.” 

Woolf said he firmly believes in 
an interdisciplinary approach to pro- 
grams on campus, and this restruc- 
turing will create opportunities out- 
side the department. And he said 
there’s support for the changes on 
campus. 

“There is a high degree of interest 
in interdisciplinary programs, 
including a number of promising 
scholars expressing interest in a vari- 
ety of departments,” Woolf said. 




























Wilson, on the other hand, said 
she thinks it’s shocking that 
Comparative Literature, which has a 
prestigious international reputation, 
is threatened with extinction. 

“It would be like saying ‘We don't 
really need the Math department 
anymore because students can take 
accounting, physics and learn it that 
way,” Wilson said. “People would 
think that outrageous, but somehow 
when it’s Comparative Literature it’s 
acceptable.” 

Woolf said he doesn’t agree with 
the idea that changing administra- 
tive structures is an attack on com- 
parative literature. He also said the 
discipline won't disappear on cam- 
pus anytime soon. 

“No one has said we're eliminat- 
ing Comparative Literature cours- 
es,” Woolf said. “Students in existing 
programs will continue on as they 
are now.” 

But Wilson said the faculty is not 
being clear about the future of the 
program. 

“They're saying students won't 
even notice when comparative liter- 
ature is gone because there are plen- 
ty of other choices for them,” Wilson 
said, “but in some way it will affect 
people when all these small disci- 
plines disappear from the campus.” 

Wilson also questioned the facul- 
ty’s reasoning for the changes: she 
feels the faculty missed some facts in 
their decision making research. 

“They say this administrative 
change will help the department 
grow and flourish,” Wilson said. 
“Well guess what? It’s growing and 
flourishing now and what you are 
doing to it has already damaged it, 
quite possibly irreversibly.” 

Anderson agrees. She says the tra- 
ditional vision and values of univer- 
sities, as sites of learning, research 
and dialogue between disciplines, 
will be irretrievably lost if the cur- 
rent devaluation of arts programs 
doesn’t change. 

But Woolf argues the university 
needs to change with the times. 

“As someone once said, the past is 
a great place, but we don’t live in it.”

Back in 1975, as a favor to the 
Shah of Iran, Secretary of State 
Kissinger fomented a Kurdish 
uprising against Saddam Hussein 
only to abruptly abandon the 
Kurds when the Shah made a 
peace agreement with Hussein. 
When asked about this later, 
Kissinger declared, “Covert action 
should not be confused with mis- 
sionary work.” 

Osama bin Laden despises the 
north and the west for hijacking 
and perverting history. Henry 


Kissinger has contempt for the south, which would 
include all Islamic countries, as inconsequential players 
in world history. Almost 30 years ago Kissinger 
informed a startled Chilean Foreign Minister, “History 
has never been produced in the South. The axis of histo- 
ry starts in Moscow, goes to Bonn, crosses over to 
Washington, and then goes to Tokyo. What happens in 


the South is of no importance.” 


For Henry Kissinger, the south serves only to test the 
mettle of great powers. Consider the case of Cambodia. 

In early 1969 Prince Norodom Sihanouk of Cambodia 
was engaged in a diplomatic balancing act to keep his 
nation neutral and insulated from the Vietnam War. 
Kissinger and Nixon stripped away that insulation when 
they initiated the secret bombing of Cambodia. In 1970 








democracy ina country that had 
enjoyed nearly 150 years of democ- 
ratic government. Thousands were 
killed. Tens of thousands were tor- 
tured. 

Kissinger had sent another mes- 
sage to Moscow. (A footnote to this 
history: In July 2001 Chilean judge 
Juan Guzman filed an international 
subpoena for Henry Kissinger to 
appear for questioning regarding 
the coup and its aftermath.) 

In Africa, Angola became still 
another pawn in Kissinger’s global 
chess game. In April 1974 a revolu- 
tion inside Portugal liberated its 
colonies. In Angola, rival tribal 
groups vied for power. 

As John Stockwell, then head of 
the CIA Angola Task Force, 
remembers, “Uncomfortable with 
recent historic events, and frustrated by our humiliation 
in Vietnam, Kissinger was seeking opportunities to chal- 
lenge the Soviets.” The decision “to continue to try to put 
a government of our choosing in Angola by force was 
made by Secretary of State Kissinger.” 

The U.S. spent $140 million to aid the opposition. In 
1975 America supported an invasion by South African 
troops. In his book, “Endless Enemies,” Wall Street 
Journal reporter Jonathan Kwitny concludes, “Fair elec- 
tions might have been held in 1975 as they were later in 
Zimbabwe. But back in 1974, the U.S. thought it could do 
better by political sabotage.”

Rez-rocking 


War Party finds their voice in hip hop 


“Let's take a look back into the history 
books/Never telling how you people were 
crooks/You called us thieves and then 
you called us savages/But it was you who 
did the residential damages/We got the 
wrong end of the stick, it’s true/Because 
we're red, not white, and now we're 


blue.” — “So Hard To Say Goodbye” 


HOBBEMA HIP HOP? WHILE THE 
average person probably still associ- 
ates rap with American inner cities, 
over the past two decades its trade- 
mark beats and rhymes have prolifer- 
ated across the globe and can be 
heard everywhere from 
Johannesburg to Beijing to Barcelona. 

What's more evident, though, is 
how hip hop has become the expres- 
sion of choice for disenfranchised 
youth, regardless of ethnic back- 
ground or country of origin. And for 
Warparty’s Rex Smallboy, it’s been a 
decade-long discovery of his people’s 
history and the healing power of 
music. 

Like most Canadian kids — on or 
off the reserve —Smallboy’s first 
exposure to hip hop came from tele- 
vision. From there, it was a relatively 
short step to writing his own rhymes, 
meeting like-minded people and 
learning to program beats and lift 
samples. 

Following the addition of lyricist 
Karmen Omeosoo (AKA Kool-Ayd 
the Chubby Cree), producer and 
beatmaker Tom Crier (AKA Big 
Stomp), and rapper Cynthia (AKA 
Girlie Emcee), Warparty recorded 
their debut album The Reign in 1999. 
Lyrically, it was a dark affair, focus- 
ing on the injustices endured by 
Canada’s aboriginal peoples. 

Speaking from the Hobbema home 
he shares with Cynthia and their son 
Darius, Smallboy touches on his state 
of mind around the time of the 
album’s release. “In the lyrics, there’s 
a lot of frustration because we were 
finding out about things like residen- 
tial schools and massacres. Back then 
we were really naive, but it was never 
our intention to hurt people (with the 
lyrics). It’s just that...” he pauses. “We 
were hurting. It affected our self- 
esteem and really devastated us.” 

The Reign went on to win the Best 
Rap or Hip Hop Album award at 
2001’s Canadian Aboriginal Music 
Awards, a feat their second 
album/EP, Exclusive Rez, repeated 
last weekend at the 2002 edition. 

Although there was significant 
acclaim for their debut, it didn’t come 
without its share of detractors. “Tt 
was a hell of a struggle. It was a per- 
sonal struggle, a struggle against my 
people, and a struggle against racism. 
Mer the video (for “Feeling Ps 

eserved”) we got deat 
threats eae didn’t like 
Indians. They called us Mongoloids, 
told us to go back to the reserve and 
drink Lysol. Shit like that.”

to teach about history from our point 
of view.” 

Smallboy sounds tired but still 
keyed up from the group’s weekend 
in Toronto at the CAMA ceremonies. 
The response they've received — 
from record labels, MuchMusic, and 
the CBC — has been a little over- 
whelming for the quartet 
“T was asking Carmen, ‘What does 
this all mean?’ Man, it’s hard to soak 
all this shit in and make sense of it. 1 
mean, the next day we were ona 
reserve in Akwesasne playing a show 
for like, ten kids.” But, he doesn’t 
seem disappointed by the turnout. 
For all the group's growing national 
recognition, Smallboy is remarkably 
grounded. Perhaps unconsciously — 
adopting the rapper-as-teacher motif 
of KRS-One of the seminal Boogie 
Down Productions, Smallboy plans to 
stay on the reserve and educate the 
next generation. Hobbema is where 
he comes from, he says, and who he 
is. . 

But until he’s ready to settle down, 
Smallboy is prepared to confront, pro- 
mote, and teach. 

“T might perform songs that really 
get people heated. | might rap about a 
lot of truths that people don’t want to 
talk about. But beneath all of that, I’m 
trying to create some understanding 
for our situation, and hopefully an 
environment to build anew respect.”

Hard days nights, 41 days a week 


IT’SONE DAY AFTER THE RELEASE 
of the new Sum 41 album, and drum- 
mer Steve seems to be in that weird 
state where there’s so much going on, 
so much to do, that he just has to roll 
with the cycle of stardom so it doesn’t 
roll right over him. 

“Fuck, there’s too many people on 
the bus,” he says with the what-else- 
is-new tone of a guy whose band is in 
the beginning stages of a promotional 
blitzkrieg. The interview has already 
been pushed back several times as 
the Canadian punkers scramble to 
finish soundcheck at the Troubadour 
club in L.A. before that night's gig. 
Then it’s off to an autograph session 
at Tower Records the next day. 

Sure, it’s demanding, but Steve 
says the band has no complaints 
about their popularity, even if it does 
get a little strange sometimes. “Some 
guy came up to me and he asked me 
to sign his leg. I said, ‘No problem,’ 
and then he lifted up his leg and 
twisted it and pulled it off and hand- 
ed me his whole prosthetic leg. And I 
signed it, which is cool, because aside 
from our band there was no one else 
on that leg, and it’s his fuckin’ leg! It's 
what he walks around with all the 
time. It’s like giving him a tattoo with 
a sharpie that won’t wash off in the 
shower.” 

Since their first full-length album, 
All Killer, No Filler, made them staples 
on MTV and Much, Steve, singer 
Deryck, guitarist Dave, and bassist 
Cone, have logged more than a few 
instances of overenthusiastic fan wor- 
ship. In the modern version of A Hard 
Day's Night fan worship, the band has 
partied ‘til all hours of the night with 
Japanese models, showered with gifts 
as extravagant as Cristal champagne, 
and bitten by that most rabid of fan: 
the teenage girl. 

Steve was caught off-guard while 
ing: “One time I was with my 
dad and we were walking out of a 
store in Toronto, and we never have 

thing, but I could’ve 


trying to hold them back — all these 
crazy girls. There were like three girls 
hanging on my head — that was the 
worst part. Normally they're alright.” 

Aside from the fact the punkers are 
all barely past 20, the pop in the pop- 
punk sound on the last album proba- 
bly has a lat to do with the pubescent 
adoration. 

“Tt even came out poppier than we 
would’ve liked it to,” says Steve, so 
this time around they let their love of 
heavy metal riffage run rampant. The 
brand new Does This Look Infected? is 
much heavier overall; it even features 
a few old-school metal-inspired solos 
that demand to be described as “blis- 
tering.” 

But Sum 41’s appreciation that 
goes beyond the irony of their 
leather-clad, mullet wig-wearing alter 
egos Pain For Pleasure. Why else 
would they have asked Slayer’s 
Kerry King to guest solo on their 
song for the Spider-man soundtrack 
(appropriately titled “What We're All 
About’). 


But more importantly, they've 
earned some heavy metal cred after 
Christian groups on various websites 
targeted them as “satanic,” for their 
fun-lovin’ devil-music posturing. As 
gratifying as pissing off the Christian 
Right is, Steve finds it more 
humourous that currently there’s a 
religious trend in popular music 
resulting in such stunning musician- 
ship like, uh, Creed. 

“People get sick of stuff, 
sick of the devil,” he em 
trend.

EDMONTON AUDIENCES GET THEIR 
first chance to check out Dawn Tyler 
Watson this weekend at the 
Yardbird when she makes her 
Alberta debut. 

The charismatic singer was born 
in England, raised in Ontario and 
took a love of singing with her to 
Concordia University in Montreal, 
where she graduated in 1994 after 
studying jazz and theatre. 

“Y've always loved singing,” says 
Watson from her home in Montreal. 
“Asa kid I listened to top 40 and 
sang along with all the songs. I espe-

cially liked Barbara Streisand, but 
when jazz caught my ear I really 
began to hear what classic singers 
like Dinah Washington and Ella 
Fitzgerald were doing. In 19861 
heard Bessie Smith for the first time 
and started to learn about the blues.” 

Eclectic? You bet. “These days just 
about anything from Dead Can 
Dance to Jimi Hendrix can find its 
way on to my stereo, along with 
Billie Holliday and Mahalia 
Jackson.” 

Twelve of the 13 songs on her 
2001 recording Ten Dollar Dress are 
originals and Watson cites Tori 
Amos as her biggest influence as a 
songwriter. “I love the lyrics and 
energy that Amos brings to her 


songwriting... | get my own inspira- 
tion from life experience, things that 
touch me — those funny, quirky 
things that a to all of us.” 

However, there’s a more serious 
side to Watson’s writing, as evi- 
denced by the song “Abused.” “I'd 
have to say that lately I’m writing 
more songs with substance as a way 
of expressing my views and feelings 
on social issues.” 

And it seems to be working for 
her. “Montreal has seen a decline in 
recent years of live music venues, 
but I'm keeping very busy. I’m 
working in a jazz trio, my funk band 
is happening and the blues project 
[featured on Ten Dollar Dress] has 
been doing festivals and soft-seaters 
on a regular basis. In fact, I’m usual- 
ly gigging three to five days a 
week.” 

Add to that a spot in the Toronto 
Blues Society's sold out “Women’s 
Blues Revue” a few weeks ago, cou- 
pled with glowing reviews from fes- 
tival organizers and record review- 
ers around the world. The time cer- 
tainly seems ripe for Watson’s career 
to take off. 

For her Edmonton debut, Watson 
has promised to deliver blues, R&B 
and jazz standards. She'll be backed 
by some of Edmonton’s best and, fit- 
tingly, most versatile musicians. 
Dave Babcock will be featured on 
sax along with Darcy Phillips [from 
Jann Arden’s touring band] on keys, 
Greg Smyth guitar, and the rhythm 
section of Jeff Snook and Sandro 
Dominelli on bass and drums 
respectively. 

“One of the things I loved most 
about Concordia was developing an 
ability to work with other musicians, 
so I'm excited to be playing with 
some new guys; finding out what 
they sound like and creating some- 
thing new with them. The stage is 
like a blank sheet, you know. You 
can do anything there.”

Music Scene: Decade of Drool

DROOL 
BANGING OUT PUNK UNDER THE 
same banner for 10 years is a helluva 
feat for any band, but it’s a particular- 
ly sweet anniversary for local main- 
stays Drool, who nearly imploded 
the last time they were onstage 
together. 

“The last few years our shows 
have been known to be quite the 
Gong Shows,” explains bassist Harley 
Chorney. “They're just crazy all 
around. Our last show six or eight 
months ago was no exception. Again 
it was a big party and a couple of us 
got into it onstage — it was a typical 
rock n’ roll Spinal Tap show, and we 
weren't gonna play again.” 

But with five albums, hundreds of 
gigs across Canada, and almost no 
line-up changes (the original singer 
left after their second album, making 
Drool a three-piece), Chorney, gui- 
tarist Cam McDonnell, and drummer 
Cory Holowchuk weren't gonna call 
it quits while they were still having 
fun. Instead they made up and decid- 
ed to celebrate their past with a show 
this coming Saturday at the Rev — 
billed under its former name The 
Bronx — that will include songs from 
even the earliest days of their 90-song, 
repertoire. 

“1 could keep you on the phone for 
days,” laughs Chomey at the thought 
of recalling his defining Drool memo- 


ies, before picking one of his 
favourites: the time Burton snow- 
boards had them play a gig in the 
half-pipe at the Blackcomb ski resort. 
“Tt was cool. We got paid $60 and a 
60-pounder of whiskey on the day of 
the show, so needless to say we got 
up there and were supposed to stay 
at this hotel, but Alberta boys that we 
are, when we first got there we 
brought in like three flats of Pilsner, 
and started drinking — this is before 
we even played — and got kicked 
out of the hotel within a couple of 
hours. We ended up having to sleep 
outside, or in the van or on top of the 
van... It’s always an adventure.” 
Drool’s 10th anniversary show is at 
The Bronx (AKA the Rev), Fri, Dec. 7.

FOLLOWING A PROLONGED ABSENCE, 
Murray McLauchlan has returned to 
the road. It’s been a while since he 
last sang about going down to 
Kensington Market on a stage in the 
Capital region with any regularity. 
Even now he sounds as if he has a 
few reservations about returning to 
the life, although a traumatic event 
not so long ago gave him a chance to 
reflect, and to realize that he has 
something that he was destined to 
share. 

“A couple of years ago I went for 
what I thought was a routine med- 
ical for my aviation license and they 
goofed,” he recalls, detailing how a 
coronary artery was accidentally 

severed, which immediately necessi- 
tated open heart surgery to repair 
the mistake. During the lengthy 
recovery process he came to the con- 
clusion that just maybe he should 
get back to pursuing his personal 
musical odyssey. 

“It’s some variation of: if you 
don’t use the gift God gave you, 
God gets pissed off,” he says. 

However, McLauchlan insists that 
his return is going to be on his terms 
Not a return to continuously being 
either on the road traveling through 
the Canadian hinterlands or being in 
a studio working on yet another 
album, while attending to the 
process of promoting yet another 
disc.

be scary-disturbing (subtly different 
than “scary”) and simultaneously- 
funny and poignant. On a deep 
level, Little Otik is a film about the 
danger of being consumed by the 
power of our desires, but ona less- 
deep but more conventionally satis- 
fying level, it’s a film about what it 
appears to be a film about — the 
danger of being consumed by a rav- 
enous, infantile stop-motion-animat- 
ed tree-monster. 


Karel and Bozena Horak (Jan Hartl 
and Veronika Zilkova) are a mid- 
middle class Czech couple living ina 
small apartment in an ancient 
Prague apartment block who long 
for a child to complete their happy 
home. On being informed of their 
total infertility, Bozena pretty much 
loses it. In the hopes of... something 
—a change of scenery, a project to 
occupy their minds — Karel, at the 
urging of the neighbouring, 
Stadlerovas, invests in a vacation 
cabin. Clearing land one day, he 
uncovers a stump that looks vaguely 
humanoid. After some hacking and 
polishing, he presents the wooden 
baby to Bozena, who immediately 
seizes upon it as a real baby, their 
own child. 

Bozena’s deluded affection some- 
how brings the stump-baby to life, 
and the little arboreal dickens — like

We aren’t told until the end of the 
film, when these images reappear, 
that the people who appear in them 
are gays and lesbians, some of 
whom have been secretly gathering, 
in New York for the last 25 to 
study the Torah and the Talmud, 
worship and offer one another sup- 








their shared dilemma, he clearly has 


both done an abomination; they 
shall be put to death, their blood is 
on them,” and the God of the Old 
Testament isn’t known for indulging 
his adherents with wiggle room. All 
the same, Dubowski finds a lot of 
Jews who can’t deny their sexual ori- 
entation any more than they can 
deny their love of God and who are 
frustrated that their faith can’t offer 
them any more consolation or 
advice than “Don’t.” 

The specifics of Orthodox practice 
may not be of general interest, but 
the burning question behind 
Trembling Before G-d couldn't be 
more relevant: is it possible for age- 
old fundamentalist beliefs to coexist 
with the realities of modern life? 
Dubowski’s respect for Jewish tradi- 
tion is as sincere as his engagement 
in this question and, though he has 
been active in helping gay and les- 


any growing baby — begins to eat 
and eat, and eat.

live actors. As a story of human 
desire, madness and the mindless- 
ness of rote consumption, Little Otik 
is filled with moments of inspired 
acting and direction and lots of vis- 
ceral horror, The terrify ing Otik, 
with his writhing root tendril / fin- 
gers and single grotesque 
eye/ mouth, is in some ways less of a 
horror than all those untender, 
unloving close-ups of human 
mc yuths slurping up various varieties 
of mealtime glop. Liftle Otik is great 
nightmare material, and it'll stay 
with you for a long time 

Speaking of long times, the only 
task Little Otik fails at is the task of 
being a compact movie. At two 
hours, the story — which is, when 
you get right down to it, myth-sim- 
ple — may not be quite enough to 
fully sustain the film; it could easily 
lose an hour. Not that it loses steam 
or loses the audience or anything, 
because it’s constantly stoked up 
with moments of he ywror and 
humour that can‘t not grab you, but 
the ass-numbing Little Otik provides 
could probably have been done 
away with 

Little Otikis a fun and disturbing

ity has caused them. One relates 
how he was counseled to eat a lot of 
figs and recite 10 psalms a day to 
curb his attraction to men.

Maybe acceptance of their séxual 
orientation isn’t imminent, but their 
courage in seeking an answer to the 
conundrum of how to be a good Jew 
and be true to themselves gives the 
film a hopeful tone. 

The flipside of this hopefulness is 
shown in “Devorah,” an Israeli 
woman who only appears anony- 
mously for fear that her husband, 
children and grandchildren would 
find out she’s a lesbian. For her, 
there’s no other option but conformi- 
ty, secrecy and denial. 

Perhaps the thing that makes 
Trembling Before G-d so notable is 
thai the film itself might prove a cat- 
alyst for change as connections:

line. Abusive relationships, depres- 
sion, substance abuse — he’s heard 
it all. The hardest of all, he says, are 
the callers who are dealing with loss. 
At least with the others there are 
actions one can take, places to go — 
with death, there’s nothing to do 
except deal with it, inconsolably. 
Moonlight Mile traces the lines of 
grief, the grand-old tradition of peo- 
ple not knowing what to say or do, 
and of the bereaved incapable of 
finding comfort in any case. It dis- 
penses with the obvious melodrama 
of mourning in favour of the fallout 
and the eventual re-emergence of

the survivors. 

Three smart people fumble their 
way through a situation in which no 
amount of reason can make sense of 
things. Jojo (Susan Sarandon) and 
Ben Floss (Dustin Hoffman) have 
lost their only daughter, Diana, to a 
freak accident. Her fiance, Joe (Jake 
Gyllenhaal) becomes their surrogate 
son, living in the girl’s old room 
while he tries to figure out what to 
do with himself. 

Returning to the world would 
seem like a betrayal of Diana’s mem- 
ory, but the ironies of real-world 
feelings and imperfect histories bub- 
ble up out of solemn and devoted 
memory. The Flosses bury them- 
selves deeply in denial, while Joe 
struggles with an unspoken regret. 
“Of course I expect you to spend the 
rest of your life celibate,” jokes Jojo, 
but she is only half-kidding. 

Jojo is a salty, seething, childless 


mother, as opposed to Ben, who 
would rather put on a happy face 
and soldier on. In fact, Sarandon an 
Ellen Pompeo (as the sassy postal 
worker / barmaid Bertie) create the 
most interesting supporting charac- 
ters in a film chock full of deliciously 
heartfelt performances 

But the success of Moonlight Mile 
rests completely on Gyllenhaal, and 
despite the potential sap factor, 
there's just something perfect about 
the way he understates his conflict- 
ing emotions. It allows that people 
are complicated, and that no amount 
of Hollywood style over-earnest 
emoting can take the place of gal- 
lows humour as a way to see your 
way through tragedy. 

It's rare to see this kind of emo- 
tional honesty in a Hollywood 
movie. But consider the source. In 
1989, writer and director Brad 
Silberling’s fiancee, actress Rebecca 
Schaeffer, was murdered by a stalk- 
er. So, even though Siberling is 
responsible for the less-than-sincere 
City of Angels (the American remake 
of Wings of Desire), you get a sense of 
his closeness to the story and his 
commitment to making it come out 
the way it should, truthfully. And so 
it does. Not even the full-guns-blaz- 
ing star power of the grown-up 
Graduate diminishes the gentle heart- 
break of Gyllenhaal’s Joe. 

So what if you have to get 
through a stiff courtroom scene. So 
what if there’s a blindingly obvious 
romantic subplot. Forget that this is 
nonsensically a period piece set in 
the ‘70s. Forgive them. It’s a tearjerk- 
er that’s actually good.

History lesson 


Egoyan pushy but persuasive in Ararat 


ARARAT

THE BIGGEST COMPLAINT FROM 
critics of Ararat is that it’s too didac- 
tic, that the usually arty Atom 
Egoyan eschews his usual obtuse- 
ness in favour of a little too much 
clarity. 

Boo to them, I say. The slaughter 
of thousands of Armenians by the 
Turks during the First World War is 
barely acknowledged in history, 
denied to this day by the Turkish 
government. It behooves Egoyan, 
an Egyptian-born-Armenian raised 
in B.C, to represent those events as 
accurately as possible. Besides: it is 
just as labyrinthine as any other 
Egoyan movie, which happens to 
suit the subject matter exactly. 

Listen up, then. You’re meant to 
learn something. 

Raffi (David Alpay) is a young 
Armenian-Canadian lad, son of Ani 
(Arsinee Khanjian, the lovely 
Madame Egoyan) who is an art his- 
torian specializing in the work of 
Arshile Gorky (Simon Abkarian), 
an Armenian expatriate who paint- 
ed in New York during the ’20s. 
Ani's first husband was killed while 
attempting to assassinate a Turkish 
diplomat, and her second husband 
committed suicide. 

The child of her second husband, 
Celia (Marie-Josee Croze), believes 
that Ani is responsible for her 


father’s death. To complicate this 
further, she is growing drugs AND 
is involved in a love affair with her 
stepbrother, Raffi, that’s tearing the 
family apart. The family’s secrets 
parallel the way in which the world 
selectively forgets the details of his- 
tory, but it leaks out in the way Ani 
interprets the paintings of Arshile 
Gorky. 

Ani is a consultant-and Raffi is a 
P.A. on the set of a film, also called 
Ararat. That movie is a much more 
straightforward telling of the histo- 
ry surrounding the Armenian geno- 
cide. The topic has consumed 
everyone involved, including the 
lead actor Martin (Bruce 


Greenwood) who portrays Clarence 


Ussher, a real-life American mis- 
sionary who witnessed the killings, 
as well as Ali (Elias Koteas), a 
Turkish-Canadian actor who feels 
conflicted with his role. 

Raffi, on the way home from the 
town of Van where Arshile Gorky’s 
mother was killed by Turks, is 
stopped by a customs officer, David 
(Christopher Plummer) on his last 
day at work. Referencing the pho- 
tographer character in Egoyan’s 
film Calendar, Raffi had been video- 
ing some of the places that his 
mother had mentioned: a ruin, a 
church, Mount Ararat itself. Some 
cans of exposed film are at question 
here, and rather than bring in the 
drug-sniffing beagles, the officer 
wants to hear Raffi tell his side of 
the story.

and sister. That’s how complicated things get in Atom Egoyan’s Ararat. 


(Brent Carver) is gay, and his lover 
is Ali, the Turkish actor. 

There. No excuse for being con- 
fused now. This convoluted plotline 
is typical of Egoyan, but in this case 
serves to demonstrate the multitude 
of voices that continue to tell the 
unofficial history of the Armenian 
people in the face of worldwide 
ignorance and denial. Ever the 
intellectual, Egoyan seems aware of 
the irony of creating this monumen- 
tal work without allowing it to 
become a monolithic authority on 


the subject 

This isn’t a perfect film. The dia- 
logue is insistently pedagogical, 
and it seems like Egoyan is again 
trying to fit an excessive amount of 
detail within the scope of his other 
plotlines. However, it’s pretty clear 
that Raffi is meant to stand in for 
the director's voice in trying to nar- 
rate that much information within 
the limited space of time that the 
interrogation allows. All he needs 
to do is prove to the man that he’s 
telling the truth — as he knows and

Andrew Clark's A Keen Soldier 
recounts the story of Harold Pringle, 
the only Canadian soldier executed 
during WWI. An underage volun- 
teer from small-town Ontario, 
Pringle followed his father into the 
war via the Hastings and Prince 
Edward Regiment, but found his 
military career coming off the rails 
early, after his father suffered a 
breakdown in England. It all came to 
ahead in Italy, following the Allied 
liberation of Rome, when he deserted 
his unit, fell in with a group of other 
deserters to form a black market 
gang and was eventually tried and 
convicted of murder. 

Not that he thought it would be 
easy, but Clark found it especially 
difficult to tell the story of a man 
who has been dead for nearly twice 
as long as he himself has lived. He 
estimates that he traveled 50,000 km 
by car and plane to interview hun- 
dreds of people about Private Pringle 
and his exploits. 

“Ttwas very intimidating,” says 
Clark. “For a long time, I was in the

position where I thought I might be 
writing a book in which the main 
character never speaks, and I never 
get to describe them because I don’t 
know what they look like, and | 
don’t know how many brothers and 
sisters they had or anything. So | 
began crossing my fingers, hitting 
the phone books and mailing out my 
name, hoping I got lucky.” 

He found Pringle’s sisters, who 
provided him with a photograph 
and the letters he wrote home from 
Europe. The letters revealed a series 
of small missteps changed Pringle’s 
course. Clark pays close attention to 
the conditions under which the typi- 
cal infantryman lived and worked — 
periods of great stress during battles, 
followed by stretches of excruciating 
boredom — and to how war turns 
ordinary notions of good and bad, 
sanity and insanity on their heads. 

“The whole world was kind of 
gray, not black and white or good 
and evil,” he says. “War is a very 
imperfect thing. There are so many 
variables, there are so many things 
that can go wrong that even the most 
well-thought-out plans can go astray, 
and for a place where individualism 
is so prized like in North America, 
that’s a real flip flop from what 
you're brought up to believe. You’ re 
brought up to believe that you mat- 
ter and that your individual rights 
count, and of course in a war, it’s all 
about subjugating those things for a 
greater good, and that’s a hard thing 
to do. 

“Harold was quite young; he 


didn’t adapt well. I was surprised to 
learn from his sergeant that he’d 
actually been a good soldier. I'd 
always thought that he was probably 
either unable or afraid. One of the 
things I learned is that not everybody 
can be a soldier; it demands certain 
skills and qualities that not every 
body has.” 

Thirty-six-year-old Andrew Clark 
has never served in the military ot 
been in a war, so he refuses to pass 
judgment on Harold Pringle or his 
cohorts, who were also executed by 
their respective countries, He note 
that none of the veterans that he 
interviewed objected to his w nting 
the book, and most of them refrained 
from condemning Pringle outright 
“They would say, ‘Well, we didn’t 
like guys who did that, we didn’t 
appreciate it,” he says, “but, espe- 
cally if they were in combat, they 
understood how somebody might 
just say, ‘That's it, I’m not doing this 
anymore.” 

In fact, Clark makes the case that 
the ugliest thing about war is its poli 
tics, and that perhaps, with the hind- 
sight now available to us, it is time to 
review Pringle’s ignominious fate. 

“I’m not sitting in judgment of 
those people. I think it’s important 
for us to look at everyone who 
fought the war as an individual and 
a.person. I think you honour them 
more by saying, ‘You're a human 
being and you suffered like a human 
being and you lost things.’ 

“Everybody came back from the 
war different; my grandfather came 
back bald and having nightmares. To 
me, Harold Pringle epitomized the 
most enormous transformation; he 
enlisted to be a hero, and he ended 
up being shot by his own troops.”

Practically every marketing 
opportunity to cash in on The 
Nutcracker ballet’s popularity has 
been explored, with everything 
from tree ornaments, to socks and a 
film starring Macaulay Culkin. 

While holiday season produc- 
tions of Tchaikovsky's The 
Nutcracker Suite account for nearly 
half of North American dance com- 
panies’ earned annual revenue, the 
mesmerizing draw of The 
Nutcracker is not so much centered 
onan afternoon at the ballet as it is 
conceptually on the idea of family 
holiday entertainment. 

Last season’s ticket sales for 
The Nutcracker were up for 
ballet companies across the 
country. 50,522 people 
saw Alberta Ballet and Ballet 
British Columbia’s Nutcracker last 
year on its four-city tour.

THE GREAT CHALLENGE OF DINING 
solo, especially in a place you've 
never eaten before, is sussing out 
that one dish on the menu that’s 
right for you. This meal will decide, 
after all, whether you recommend 
the place to friends and whether 
you'll ever return to dine there again 
yourself. 

Chinese restaurants usually make 
it extra tough on you, because their 
menus often run up over 100 items. 
Buddy Wonton Seafood Restaurant 
makes things marginally easier by 
providing a lunch menu that 
includes soup, an entree and tea or 
coffee for $6.95. Since I was sitting in 
a self-professed seafood restaurant, I 

ele the fish fillet with vegeta- 
ieee on rice would be appropriate, 
with a hot-and-sour soup starter. 
Owing to some miscommunication 
with my server, I ended up with 
both a pot of jasmine tea and a cup 
of Hong Kong tea — extra strong 
and milky with a hint of lemon. I 
must have looked thirsty. 

Buddy didn’t skimp on the soup 
— its brown, ked meniscus 
stood visibly above the edge of the 
bowl and dribbled down the side 
when I inserted my spoon. They 
must have used a shoehorn to get all 
the ingredients in, because I doubt 
I’ve ever seen such a packed soup. In 
addition to the hot and sour stand- 
bys of bamboo shoots, egg, tofu, fun- 
gus, mushrooms and green onions, 
there were also strips of barbecued 
pork, chicken bits and tiny little 
shrimp lurking within and probably 
some things I’m forgetting. Spiced 
up with chili flakes, it needed a little 
souring — luckily there was vinegar 
on every table — and would have 
benefited from a healthy dose of 
black pepper in the cooking stage, 
but was otherwise satisfying. 

My entree arrived on a plate the 
size of a hubcap, heaped with rice 
and then heaped again with copious 
chunks of breaded fried fish cooked 
with broccoli, carrots, onions, mush- 
rooms and bok choy, then lacquered 
witha slightly vinegary sauce. Since 
it was already salty and sour there 
_wasn‘t much I could do to it to 
enhance the flavour, which needed 
another dimension to fill in the gap 
left by soy sauce and vinegar. 
Nonetheless, the fish was well- 


paperback but much, much tastier. 
Inside was a rich, spicy curry with 
big pieces of chicken and potato, the 
latter disintegrating into the thick 
sauce. The salad was of such a size 
that I assumed it was garnish pro- 
vided to cool my mouth off between 
bites. It was half-gone by the time 
the dressing arrived. The bowl of 
rice and peas, which was actually a 
small quantity of beans stirred into 
perfectly cooked, coconut-scented 
rice, served a similar mouth-cooling 
purpose and complemented the 
curry very well. Someone of moder- 
ate appetite could easily take anoth- 
er person of moderate appetite and 
eat well from these two dishes for 
around $12.

But it's not so much the used desk 
itself that I’m giddy about but the per- 
son who used it: Ann Landers.

| myself was put on permanent birth 
control pills (that is, sans the little sugar
